APPEAL FAILS 


The Full Court comprising the Chief Justice, 
Mr Justice M. J. Hogan, and Puisne. Judge, Mr 


Justice C. W. Reece, this 


appeal by Tang Choi, 38, 


morning dismissed an 
labourer, who contested 


his conviction for the murder of his wife. 

Tang who stabbed his wife in their quarters in 
Chatham Road on June 30, was sentenced to death by 
Mr Justice J. R. Gregg in the September Sessions. 


Tang was represented aot his 
trial by Mr Karmindn Gill who 
ls now away from the Colony. 
He was resented in his ap- 
peal by Terence Shurlock 
Ainstrueted by C. ¥.

Shurlock said that the 

ground of appeal, that the 

{ was wrongly convict- 

ed, was under the Influence of 

Mquor and had no intention of 

murdering his wife, was put in 
by the appellant himseit, 

Counsel soid he intended to 
rely solely on the second 
round which was raised by Mr 
GIl, that the trial Judge did 
not sufflciently ditect Ihe Jury 
on the guestlon of provocation. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Mr Shurlock sald that when 
the Jury returned their verdict 
of murder, the foreman said 
that two of them recommended 
mercy, 

While such a recommenda. 
tlon was a matter entirely for 
the consideration of the Governor 
in Council, it nevertheless 
showed that at least two mem- 
bers of the Jury came to their 
decision with some hesitation. 
It indicated that at cast two 
members of the Jury did not 
consider that the death sentence 
should be carried out in this 
case, Counsel subsmitted. 

He further submitted that the 
Tecommendation was “very 
nearly equivalent to their wish 
to return a_ verdict of 
manslaughter.” 

Mr Shurlotk said it was clear 
from the evidence that the ap- 
pellant and his wifo” had had 
many quarrels throughout and 
in fact. hod oa quarrel im- 
mediately before the incident. 
The ‘most important part of the 
evidence wog that the accused 
had testified that his wife threw 

a kmife ot him, though it 
missed him 

Mr Shurlock sald that the 
trial Judge did not mention this 
evidence specifically to the Jury 
in his summing-up. It was of 
the highest importance and it 
was the duty of the Judge, 
however weak the defence, to 
put it fairly’ and squarely be- 
fore the Jury. It was for the 
Jury to decide what weight they 
would give to it. 

Mr Shurlock submitted 
this fallure of the rial 
amounted to a vory material 
miscorrlnge of Justice. 

IN HIS FAVOUR

Mr Justice Reece remarked) 
that In that cnso it should have 
been put strongly in evidence- 
in-chief and not brought out in 
cross-examination, Provocation 
in the throwing of the knifo 
should have been put os the 
main defence, but from the cast 
he gathered that the provocation 
put forward was drunkenness.

HESITANT DECISION 

He said that as two of the

impressed by that evidence and 
would have refused to support 
the other five Jurors in o verdict 
of murder.

Mr Mayne sald that this evi- 
dence came rather as on afier- 
thought ond wos somewhat 
painfully extracted from the 
accused. At best it was very 
vague and It did not amount to 
provocntion because provocation 
must bear some relation to the 
attack carried out, There was 
no excuse for the type of at- 
tack the appellant carried out 
on his wife who had 12 griev- 
ous wounds, four of which were 
deadly, 

Mr Mayne submitted this was 
a case where the Judge would 
have becn fustifled in with- 
drawing the issue of provoca- 
tion from the Jury altogether. 
That he did not do so was in 
favour of the defence. 

Crown Counsel contended 
that the trial Judgo put the 
evidence to the Jury fairly in 
context together with the law 
on provocation. ' + 

After further orgument by 
Counsel, tho Full Court decided 
to dismiss the appeal. “
